ment. When the republic of| 
Manchukuo was established 
under the guidance of the 


Japanese it took over all the 
ities of the government it 
displaced as well as its 
privileges. One of those liabili- 
ties was the responsibility for 
the maintenance of law and good 
order in the area it sought to 
control, and the assumption that’ 
it was perfectly capable of ful- 
filling what it had undertaken to 
do. That the establishment of. 
the existing government was| 
unpopular it is possible to 
believe. That existing maraud-| 
ers would pursue their evil 
course was but to be expecte 
that as a result of all that hi 
transpired during this past year 
the situation in this respect’ 
would become worse was but! 
natural, These things cannot! 
be dismissed with a contention 
of unavoidability, especially in 
view of the government's un- 
doubted duty in the matter. The 
argument would apply with just} 
as much force if it were only 
Russians and Chinese who were 
the victims of the gangs which 
are now operating in the ill-used 
territories. It is nevertheless a 
singular fact, and one the signi-| 























jeance of which it is not easy to 
overlook, that just recently the 








lactivities of the bandits have| 
been directed against foreigners 
who, with comparatively few 
jexceptions, have heen free from 
such attentions for a very fa 
number of years past.

It is this strilcing development 
in the trend of bandit activities 
ich must give rise to anxiety. 
Whether they are indeed purely 
bandit outrages, or whether 
there is a political tinge to these 
occurrences such as was suggest- 
fed in a leading article on Friday 
morning might be the case really 
fails to affect the question of 
responsibility. ‘That at all times 
is the affair of the government. 
allegedly in control and in the 
two instances under review the 
Manchukuo Government is, 
‘without the slightest doubt, 
responsible for the safety of the 
foreigners who have become 
involved. As has been already 
pointed out what has happened! 
in Manchukuo is but a replica of 
what has taken place so often in 
China proper, but as the Chinese 
government has been held respon- 
sible in the past for such 
occurrences, so also must the 
Manchukuo'government be held 
now. It is doubtless for that 
reason that the British authori- 
ties have suggested that the 
ransom demanded by the Ne 
chwang bandits should be paid 
by the Manchukuo government. 
It is the duty of the Manchukuo| 
[government and its Japanese 
mentors to see that all the func- 
tions of rule are adequately per- 
formed, to ensure that the pa 
dise on earth which has been 
promised should soon be brought 
into existence and in the pro- 
gress that no hardship shall be 
inflicted upon people who are 
not involved in the trouble in 
any way except that they have 
had the misfortune to be living’ 
in such an area during this un- 
fortunate period. It matters not 
one whit whether these outrages: 
ve or have not a political 
ignificance: the fact is that they 
fare occurring and that in the 
best interests of the Manchukuo 
}government and its backers they 
[should be stopped. Were the 
new republic standing by itself, 
it might be argued that it could 
not be expected to run before it 
could walk, but it is not alon 
it is receiving the advice and 
guidance of a nation which 
prides itself upon its efficiency’ 
and that is being very severely 
tested at the present moment. 

































































THE BOYCOTT 


Sept. 8. 

The action of the seventy 
Chinese trading guilds in issuing 
ja declaration through the 
Chinese press pledging them- 
lselves to the severance of econo- 
mic relations with Japan, and 
soliciting the support of the 
whole nation to that end, will 
jundoubtedly have been " read 
‘with considerable misgivings. It 
‘appears to follow the lead of the 
Chinese Chamber of Commerce| 
which has unfortunately identi- 
fied itself with the anti-Japanese 
boycott, the combined actions 
having the effect of giving to the 
movement unofficial authority 
which only just falls short of 
more formal support. It amounts 
to an endeavour by these various 
bodies to do something which 
‘the Government of China could 
not do with propriety in times of 
Peace, and, while it may be 
strictly within the letter of 
whatever law may be applied to 
Jsuch manceuvres, there is not th 
slightest doubt that the spirit is 














being considerably strained. The 
resumé of the declaration which. 


hasbeen ‘published in the 
foreign press indicates that an 
ingenious attempt has been made 
to base this new development on 
JArticle XVI of the League 
Covenant, contending that the 
Government has no power to

Indeed under the revision of the 
Guild Law adopted by the 
Legislative Yuan on September 
3, which provides that “all cor- 
porations or firms engaged in 
the same line of business must 
become members of the guild 
thereof,” it is open to argument 
whether some degree of official 
status has not already been 
given these bodies, in which 
event the development under 
review may be more serious than 
appears at the moment. 
The argument put forward by 
the Federation formed by the 
Guilds in question, that in order

provisions and that the people 
may take such action irrespet 
tive of the League or the Chinese 
government, is the type 6f con- 
tention which has created all 
the trouble since September of 
last year. Japan incurred the 
disapprobation of the whole 
world by taking the law into her 
own hands, without having re- 
course to ‘the League. China 
runs the risk of inviting the 
isapproval by unofficially 
loing the same thing.

jever resort to the sanctions con- 
templated by the Article which 
the Federation has invoked in 
support of its action. The 
boycott is like a sword without 
a hilt. It js as dangerous to the 
wietder as it is to him against 
whom it js to be used. That fact 
‘as realised in the autumn of 
st , when realising its 
boomerang qualities, the Powers 
dropped all discussion of enfore~ 
ing an economic boycott of 
Japan, It is not at all likely 
that, because of the ill-advised 
factions of a number of Chinese 
influential bodies, the League 
Il follow the trail which they 
are apparently so anxious to 
blaze. 

There is an even more serious 
consideration. A boycott or- 
ganised by many groups, though 
acting with a common intent, 
ja far different thing from one 
controlled by an imposing 
Federation. There is a distine- 
tion as well as a difference. In 
the case of the former the 
Chinese Government may very 
well plead that the movement is 
so diffuse that it is impossible to 
[control it effectively. But where 
the boycott movement is centred 
around one body, where instead 
of a hydra-headed monster there 
is but one brain to be dealt with, 
the Chinese government is dé 
prived of whatever excuse it 
might be able to put forward for 
not handling the matter. Cen- 
‘tralisation of control in’ many 
walks of life is an admirable 
thing, but in this instance it may 
‘have’ unfortunate consequences. 
‘That the Federation claims it is 
formed in support of the League 
Covenant, as its name suggests 
matters little. The fact is th 
it has taken upon itself the role 
Jof the spearhead of the boycott 
movement, and, it is to be 
supposed, its control is caleulat- 
led to place the Chinese gover 
ment in an embarrassing 
tion. ‘The movement is deprived

|, The letter from P. K, appear- 
jing in to-day's correspondence 
jeolumns, deals with certain 
aspects of the education of. 
foreign children in Shanghai 
about which there seems to be no 
Hittle misapprehension, Parti 
jcularly is this the case in his 
endeavour to establish am 
janalogy between what is done in 
Europe in general and the 
United Kingdom in particular. 
With regard to the latter it 
should be remembered — that 
schools equivalent to the Council 
lschools in Shanghai, are eithor 
maintained wholly by the State, 
jor by grants given to them, and 
that the money for such main- 
tenance or grants comes from 
the taxpayer. Having thus con- 
tributed his fair share towards 
the maintenance of the schools 
Janywhere throughout the United 
ingdom in his payment of 
taxes, he would in principle be 
jentitied to send his child to any, 
jschool he wished without having 
regard to whether he paid rates 
Jor not, though certain  Jocal 
considerations might prevent it 
being done, The attempted

HONGKONG DIVORCE 
Sept. 7. 

It is interesting to note that a 
recent issue of the Hongkong 
Government Gazette contains th 
terms of a proposed ordinance 
for the purpose of conferring 
upon the local Courts jurisdic~ 
tion in divorce and other matri- 
monial causes, which is shortly 
to be introduced into the Legisla- 
tive Council. The proposed 
measure provides that petitions 
for divorce, judicial separation 
and nullity’ of marriage will be 
heard and allowed on the same 
conditions as in Great Britain, 
and in all main respects the 
procedure to. be adopted will 
follow as nearly as possible the 
principles upon which the High 
Court in England for the time 
being acts and gives relief in 
matrimonial proceedings. There 
is, however, restrictions to the 
effect that ' there shall be no 
decree for dissolution of marri 
age except where (a) the 
marriage was either a Christian 
marriage, or the civil equivalent 
of a Christian marriage; and (b) 
where the domicile of the parties 
to the marriage at the time when 
the petition was presented wat 
in the the Colony. The 01

Controversy has again arisen be- 
tween Dr. Roy Chapman Andrews, 
Teader of the American Natural 
History “Museum's Central Asiatic 
‘Expedition, and the Commission. for 
‘he Preservation of .

eless, ‘Chinese architecture, with 
ts peculiarities of styles, is an art, 
not dead like archeology bat a living 
and practical art, fulfiling all the 
requirements of and possessed of the 
‘fundamental elements of architee- 
ture—utility, stability and beauty. 

Mr. Fan Briefly sketched the his 
tory of architecture. in this country, 
stating it had its early beginning 
during the Tsin Dynasty, B. C. 249- 
}210, when the Emperor Tsin’ Shih 
built the Great Wall of China, 1400 
miles in length, It further flours 
Jed during the Tang Dynasty, A.D. 
1618-907, and Su Dynasties, A.D. 960- 
1280. ‘Phe Chinese have never been 
ja nilitarily aggressive people, ex- 
eept perhaps during the reign of the 
Emperor Kublai Khan. There has 
been no extensive wars recorded 
Chinese histo 
sence of triumphal arches 
memorials. ‘The Chinese people, as 
1a whole, had little religious zeal and 
there was no state religion. This 
explains why China has no great 
temples like the magnificent cathe- 
drals and churches in Europe. 

In 1850, Ttalian Jesuits brought 
western Art into China. The Em- 
peror ordered. the building of an 
European village which was design 
Jed in the Ttalian Baroque, the de- 
Jcadent style in Europe at that time.

CHINESE CONSTABLE 
SHOT 


Plucky Attempt to Apprehend 
Armed Robbers 


In a brave attempt to capture 
[members of a gang of armed rob- 
bers, “Chien “Hsiang-cheng, a con: 
stable attached to the” Greater 
Shanghai Bureau of Public Safety, 
‘received a bullet wound through the 
chest in the small hours of Septem= 











ber Gand he fell, mortally 
jwounded. "The Coramissioner, Gen- 
jeral Wen Ying-shing, later” com- 
mented on the plucky action of

duties in the face of superior num- 
bers and remarked that, in the

Maritime Customs Oollection Eclipses All

In the course of the year under 
review many fiscal measures of 
special “interest and importance 
were introduced. ‘A revised and 
finereased Import Tariff was brought | 
into force on January 1,'1931 and a 
new Export Tariff on June 1, while 
ja temporary flood relief suriax on 
revenue was imposed as from 
[December “I. 

fikin dues, transit dues, coast trade| 
duty, Native Customs duty collected 
by ‘the Superintendent of Customs 
Jat stations outside a radius of 50 
i from the treaty ports, and Native 
Customs duty collected by the

the Inspector General at, stations 
within a 60-i radius of the treaty 
ports ‘were all abolished. 

‘All previous records were eclipsed 
by the Maritime Customs revenue 
jcollection for the year, which, sur- 
passing the amount collected in 1930 
by 65 million Haikwan taels, reached 
1 total of 246.08 million taels.
